‘s largest labour organiza- 
ts biennial convention at 
hateau Lacombe last weekend 
you notice? 
Not likely Hardly anyone else 
eemed to 
\udrey Cormack, head of the 
Alberta Federation of Labour for 
the past six years, stepped down 
from office and was replaced by 
Les Steele. In other parts of 
Canada, such a succession is 
front-page news, sparking spec 
ulation of changes to the entire 
province's political climate. Is 
the new president confronta- 
tional or conciliatory? How 
will Big Labour interact with 
Big Business and Big 
Government now? 
Not so in Alberta. Here ir 
Edmonton, at least, one was hard- 
pressed to find even a mention of the 
changeover in either daily newspaper, 
and it's a safe bet that the television 
stations were too busy chronicling the 
latest fender-bender on Whitemud 
Drive or conducting a live-remote 
from the parking lot of the latest 
donut shop to be robbed. 

“We generally don't attract much 
media coverage unless we have a very 
high-profile keynote speaker,” 

explained Gil McGowan, communica- 
tions director for the federation, a coali- 
tion of unions across the province 
(Steele declined to be interviewed until 
he meets with the new ALF executive 
board). 

In fact labour’s lack of influence in 
Alberta was one of the central 
themes of the convention. McGowan 
authored a position paper, entitled 
Breaking Out of the Rut, which he pze- 
sented at the convention, and a no- 

_ sacred-cows task force has been. 
formed to examine labour's role in

altogether and deal with public policy 
issues on an issue-by-issue basis? 

Some of the convention delegates were 
clearly fed up with labour’s inability to 
have much impact and urged members to 
look to the civic elections this fall. 
Delegates from Calgary bitterly recalled 
two recent ugly strikes in their city — at 

he Herald and the city’s transit system — 
in which they felt betrayed by the city 
council 

‘We had a mayor and council show 
their true colours,” said one CUPE mem- 
ber. “they serve corporate Calgary, and no 
one else.” 

Edmonton is ripe for the picking, said 
another delegate. With nearly half the 
incumbent councillors vacating their seats, 
union members have a chance to find 
labour-friendly candidates and work to 


get them elected 


NO SMALL TASK 

But turning labour into a political force 
to be reckoned with in Alberta is a tall 
order, which McGowan clearly outlined in 
his paper. It would require a complete 
pardigm shift in the province’s culture, 
away from the blind trust in a single party 
and toward general acceptance that dis- 
sent and debate are healthy in a democra- 
cy 

Alberta’s history is one of single-party 
dominance in which voters tend to hand 
one political party complete control of the 
province. In the 1920s the United Farmers 
of Alberta ruled the province. In 1935,

Another

ence is voter apathy. In March’s provincial 
election, only 53 per cent of eligible voters 
bothered to cast their ballots, compared to 
66 per cent in the last Saskatchewan gen- 
eral election, 68 per cent in Manitoba, 69 
per cent in Nova Scotia and 78 per cent in 
Quebec. 

This can mean either of two things 
Albertans are content or they are disillu- 
sioned and feel disenfranchised. 
McGowan subscribes to the latter theory 

In terms of eroding unions’ power, 
McGowan pointed to Tory labour policy 
which he calls the most regressive in 
Canada. Alberta denies the right to strike 
to more workers than any other province 
and makes it harder for workers to certi!) 
Sometimes certification votes are delayed 
for months, allowing employers plenty o! 
time to intimidate and coerce employees 
to vote against it. . 

When certification is successful, he said, 
there’s nothing to compel employers to 
negotiate a first contract, such as binding 
arbitration. Instead, they can simply 
tefuse to bargain and effectively starve 
out their employees.

‘Evil byproducts of 
the women’s 
movement’ 


Criminal gangs have drawn 
increasing scrutiny, but one group 
of gang members has passed 
largely unnoticed. In fact, says 
Melanie Nimmo, doctoral student 
in sociology at the University of 
Alberta, female gang members are 
misunderstood, sometimes even 
by those who could help. 

The fundamental problem, says 
Nimmo, is a failure to appreciate 
the factors that lead women to 
become associated with gangs. 
Whereas it’s common to ascribe 
male gang affiliation to low socio- 
economic status or difficult home-

It's a blustery Sunday morning 
but Tony Wallace, fresh from his 
working the night shift, has to 

prepare himself for an upcoming 
soccer practice. The longtime pro- 

d DJ and soccer fan is 
also knee-deep in firming up the 
twentieth Bob Marley Tribute at 
the Polish Hall (10960 - 104 St.) on 
Saturday, May 12. Wallace, an 
articulate and tireless exponent of 
Jamaica’s most successful artistic 
export, has been running the trib- 
ute in conjunction with fellow 
believers since Marley’s death 
from cancer on May 11, 1981. And 
this year, as a nod to the game 
Marley adored, he’s added a soc- 
cer tournament. 

Easily the most influential artist 
in the music’s relatively brief his- 
tory, Marley not only had a hand 
in popularizing the genre, he’s 
also been revealed over time as an 
uncommonly gifted songwriter. 
Taking a form of music that, in the 
hands of amateurs, often turns 
into a monotonous drone, Marley 
fashioned songs that ran the 
gamut, from fiercely political 
admonishments like Them Belly 
Full (But We Hungry) to the forlorn 
acoustic plea of Redemption Song. 
No Woman, No Cry and Jamming 
may be FM radio staples worn 
down by years of rubbing shoul- 
ders with Layla and Brown Sugar, 
but the bulk of the singer’s work 
ranks up there with the best of 
them. And part of the reason for 
that was Marley's all-encompass- 
ing spiritual beliefs. It’s that side 
of the singer that Wallace seems 
most interested in. 

Playing at the tribute will be 
longrunning group the Sattalites, 
a band Wallace can’t speak highly 
enough of. Comprised of veteran 
Jamaican and Canadian musi- 
cians, (including Jo Jo Bennett, ex 
of Jamaican superstars Byron Lee 
and the Dragonaires), the 
Sattalites rank in the top echelons 
of North American reggae. The 
first Canadian band invited to 
perform at the Sunsplash festival 
in Jamaica, mainstays on the 
North American club circuit, the 
Sattalites have released five 
albums of their own to critical 
acclaim. Also playing are local up-

Jerusalem hostel makes bedfellows strange

a ae when travelling, you 
stay in one place for a long time 
with the same group of people 
and you develop a special rela- 
tionship. You are strangers, but 
you become a clan with its own 
social structure. But when mem- 
bers of my clan used a bunk bed 
to barricade me in the bathroom 
for 20 minutes, only to have me 
come out wielding a knife, 
yelling, “Come on you fucks!

This is the first Edmonton-area 
location of this growing B.C.- 
based chain named after Phileas 
T. Fogg from Jules Verne’s Around 
the W 80 Days (with that 
timeline he must have been flying 
Air Canada). The global reference 
has to do with the joint’s boast of 
having 135 international bottled 
beers. 

First impressions were less than 
thrilling. Despite the grandness of 
the address, the complex in ques- 
tion is a rather boxy (read: ugly) 
new construction that’s still very 
raw around the edges (read: they 
still haven’t cleaned up the site or 
finished the landscaping) and on 
the very edge of Sherwood Park 
(read: in the middle of a wheat 
field)

“California law states that if a man fur- 
nishes his sperm to a licensed medical 
facility to inseminate a woman who is 
not his wife, he waves all parental 
rights,” Lisa explained. Bringing her 
designated donor to PRS protects the 
woman from a no-strings-attached 
sperm donor who suddenly decides he 
wants to be the daddy (and make the 
decisions), while at the same time pro- 
tecting a no-strings-attached donor 
from a woman who suddenly decides 
she wants child support payments 

But being a designated donor isn’t 
going to help you, WYD. So what 
options are open to pervy gay boys 
turned on by fathering children they'll 
never meet? 

You can lie to Lisa, of course, and 
tell her you're straight, though most of 
PRS’ staff are dykes, and Lisa assures 
me that they know from homos. “| 
don’t think he would be able to fool us 
for long,” she said. “Because we ask 
for a two-year commitment, and the 
process is so rigorous, we tend to get 
to know the donors pretty well.” 

And even if you did fool the folks at 
PRS and knocked up a few lesbians 
you might have to meet your kids one 
day. Like most progressive sperm 
banks, PRS requires their donors to 
meet any children they father once the 
kid turns 18 — provided the kid wants 
to meet his dad, of course. 

You could offer your spunk to a 
more conservative sperm bank with 
less finely tuned gaydar, but they're 
not going to be hooking your gay 
spunk up with lesbians.
